From  the  North:  Rte  1-93  or  Rte  l/l-95  south  to  Boston,  and  on  to  S.E.  Express- 
way(Rte  3/1-93).  Take  Exit  17,  follow  signs  to  University  of 
Massachusetts. 

From  the  West:  Massachusetts  Turnpike  (Rte  1-90)  to  Expressway  (Rte  3/1-93), 

south  bound  to  Exit  17,  follow  signs  to  University  of  Massachusetts. 

PARKING:  When  you  arrive  at  the  campus,  look  for  sign  indicating  Parking  garage. 
Drive  into  level  G-2  and  park.   Signs  will  be  posted  there  directing 
you  into  the  library.
